“The contract referred to is for part 
of the new subway along Bushwick Ave- 
nue in Brooklyn, .on which parkway 
Mayor Hylan resides,’’ Mr. Kerrigan 
said. “‘‘Whether or not the award of the 
contract to the higher bidder over the 
protest of 'the Marcus Contracting Com- 
pany had any connection with the bond- 
ing business of Sinnott & Canty, the 
manner in which Sinnott & Canty at- 
tempted to obtain the bond order dis- 
¢tloses a scandalous situation. The 
Board of Transportation rejected the bid 
of the Marcus Company on the grounds, 
first, that the company had not com- 
plied with the requirements to furnish 
‘bid bond,’ and, secondly, that the 

Marcus Company had not satisfied the 

board of its ability to carry out the con- 

tract after due consideration of the cir- 
cumstances. 

““Tt does not appear that the Board of 

Transportation had any knowledge that

Outlook in the Districts. 


Some indication of. the . expectations 
shown by the figures turned in to the 
Tammany chieftain by his leutenants 
was gained from conversations among 
the district leaders before the Executive 
Committee went into session. 

In the Fifth Assembly District, where 
former Senator Thomas. J. (‘“The’’) Mc- 
Manus is leader, the Tammany canvass 
in some sections was said to show as 
high a margin in favor. of Senator 
Walker as ten to one. 

In the Seventeenth Assembly District, 
where. ex-Senator Jamés J. Frawley is 
the leader, the canvass was said to indi- 
cate that Senator Walker’s vote would 
be from twice to three times the size of 
the vote for yor Hylan. This is a 
district in wh Mayor Hylan was be- 
lieved to have considerable strength. 

In the Fourteenth Assembly District, 
on the east side, whére Thomas M. Far- 
ley, Deputy County Clerk, is the execu- 
tive member, the survey was said to 
indicate that Senator Walker would poll 
from 80 to 90 per ‘cent, of the total 
Democratic vote. 

The reports submitted by William 
Kavanaugh, leader in the Third As- 
sembly District, were said to show a 
margin of three or four to one in favor 
of Senator Walker. 

The Twelfth Assembly District, where 
Charles F. Murphy was the leader of 
record up to the time of his death, and 
where Assistant Deputy Controller Wil- 
liam P. Kenneally now is filling Mur- 
phy’s old place, is expected, on the 
strength of the report submitted, to re- 
trrn a four to one vote in favor of 
Senator Walker.

Interesting énough, Wé'#eé the British 
Empire within thé League ‘supporting 
the same foreign policy ag that. of the 
Washington Governmént outside the 
League, namely, an attitudé against 
definite general commitments and res- 
ervations of the right to treat e- +h issue 
as it comes along. While itis true 
England is backing the proposed Rhine- 
land treaty embodying arbitration, one 
would get a distorted impression to for- 
get that it is proposed to arbitrate all 
issues between France and Germany but 
not all issues between England ‘and thé 
other parties to the proposed treaties. 

Just as England holds out against 
universal jurisdiction for the World 
Court, so she stands out against a prior 
agreement to arbitrate all issues, reserv- 
ing the right to use her military and 
naval power in cases in which, as‘ she 
says, her vital interests are at stake; 
in cases, others say, in which she would 
fear right was on the other side. 

In the lobbies of the Assembly one 
hears it said that just as America pro- 
posed the League for others and refused 
it for herself; so Britain advocates ar- 
bitration for others but retains the right 
to use her fleet to séttle her own dis- 
putes. 


Chamberiain States British Position. 


To this fundamental conflict Austen 
Chamberlain made a notable contribu- 
tion today in a remarkable speech in 
which, just as last March, on behalf of 
the British Government, he torpedoed 
the Geneva protocol drafted by last 
year’s Assembly,) this year he declared 
Britain’s unwillingne&s to accept for 
herself any general plan all-embracing 
and without exceptions for handling dis- 
putes in which Britain may become in- 
volved with other nations. ‘ 

The effect, of course, was immensely 
discouraging to those League of Nations 
leaders who still hope to set up a world 
system by which any nation ‘which re- 
fuses to arbitrate its differences with 
other nations shall be open to general 
condemhation and punishment. Mr. 
Chamberlain admitted that this was 
logical, but submitted that the British 
Empire was not run on logic but ex- 
pediency. 

Strikingly enough, the British Foreign 
Minister had followed Ramon Caballefo. 
first delegate of Paraguay, who made 
an eloquent plea for general arbi- 
tration ag the only system which gives 
small nations a fair deal in disputes 
with more-powerful countries. 

Mr. Chamberlain, who, fit may be 
stated, represented léss his personal 
view than that of the ‘majority of the 
British Cabinet—and this is said advised- 
ly—was merciless toward the project 
which the small nations in the, League 
and France regarded as a proper basis 
for the establishment of world peace,

Memorandum Says Most - of 
‘Grounds of Alleged Error Have 
Already Been Studied.

ALBANY, Sept. 10.—The application 
of commuters on the New York. New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad for a re- 
hearing of the decision authorizing the 
recent 40 per cent. increase in commu- 
tation rates was granted by the Public 
Service Commission at an executive ses- 
sion this afternoon. The commission 
will soon fix the date for the. rehearing. 

In a memorandum which was given 
out with the decision the commission 
stated it considered ‘‘that every reason- 
able opportunity should be afforded to 
the commuters to present new or addi- 
tional. relevant evidence.” 

The memorandum follows: 


On July 15 of this year this com- 
mission decided that the increases in 
the rates: filed on March 5, 1924. by 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Confpany . for ‘commutation 
and fifty-trip family, tickets .within 
the State of New. York were justified 
upon the facts and the law and made 
an order discontinuing the ‘proceeding 
concerning the propriety of such in 
creased rates and abrogated,. as of 
July 31, 1925, the orders suspending 
their operation. 

On July 18 the Interstate Commerce 
Commission .took similar action with 
respect to interstate commutation rates 
between Connecticut and New’ York.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The War |’ 
and Navy Departmerits tonight divided 
in opinion on the question of an investi- 
gation into the conduct of their respec- 
tive air services and the whole subject 
of national air policy, as advocated’ by 
Colonel, William.

Colonel Dwight F. vis, Acting Sec- 
retary of War, considers the issue 
praised too important to be ignored and 
isin favor of a full and sweeping inves- 
tigation by a competent and impartial 
agency. 

The War Department, while consider- 
ing itself capable of dealing with the 
question of army disciplinary action 
against Colonel Mitchell, does not think 
it should be placed-in the position of |, 
investigating itself.’ The court-martial of 
Colonel Mitchell, if. one ‘is ordered, will 
confine itself solely to . the issue of 
discipline; but: Colonel Davis. feels that 
only a thorough investigation by an out- 
side agency can-bring to light the factg 
on aviation which he believes the pub- 
lic wants. 

Secretary Wilbur of the Navy Depart- 
ment indicated that he does not exactly 
welcome such an investigation because 
he believes it ‘‘wholly unnecessary" to 
enter upon a “‘long-drawn-out and ex- 
pensive’ inquiry after the “two recent 
investigations’’—one by a House select 
committee, the other by the General 
Board of the navy: 

“In the ‘light of these investigations,” 
gaid Mr. Wilbur, ‘‘I would leave it to 
others to determine whether or not there 
should be any’ additional or further in- 
vestigation on the general subject or 
any phase of it.”

Admiral Eberle, Chief of Operations, 
who had never given up hope that 
the men who so mysteriously disap- 
peared in*mid-Pacific would be found 
alive, made this statement: 

“ft is wonderful news. It is just 
fine. I can hardly find words to ex- 
press my gratification.”’ 

Secretary Wilbur, Admiral Eberle 
and other naval authorities based their 
hopes that the crew of the PN-9 No. 1 
would be found alive on their know!l- 
edge of the staunchness of the plane 
and its ability to ride the ordinary 
seas, Their only fears were that the 
craft might run into foul weather.

Drifted 400 to 500 Miles. 


The island of Kauai, where the fliers 
landed, is the most northerly of the eight 
principal islands, forming the Hawalian 
group and ie between 400 and 600 miles 
from the point where Commander Rog- 
ers and his seaplanes were last re- 
ported. 

The original plan of the trip called for 
the fliers to land first at the Island of 
Maui, which is the nearest to the Amert- 
can continent, and then fly over to the 
naval base at Honolulu on the Island of 
Oahu. « 

Descended on Stormy Sea. 


The actual search for, the fliers was 
directed by Commander Wilbur R. Van 
Auken from the U. 8. 8. Aroostook, the 
navy aireraft tender. Under his direc- 
tion were all\kinds of navy craft, air-

Of course Communists say that this 
distinction makes an enormous differ- 
ence. Also it must be remembered that 
the Communists abealutely control poli- 
tics in Russia. But a brief resume of 
concessions they’ have made in the past 
few months will show how surely the 
economic life of the country—and it is 
an article of the Marxist faith that 
economics dominate politica—is tending 
to run along the same lines as the rest 
of the world, Thus the peasants did 
not own land, according to the Commu- 
nist theory, but merely worked it. Now 
they can lease and rent, which, in 
practice, establishes legal tenure, In 
theory they could not hire additional 
labor. Now they can hire and fire. 
Technicians and: white collar employes 
were regarded as a hostile element. 
Now the Communist Party. iteelf an- 
nouncea they are to be treated as 
brothers instead of pariahs. 

The same thing hag just happened with 
the Academy oF Science in Leningrad, 
and Leningrad offers yet another and 
more interesting example of the chan 
The whole city that was practically 
dead eighteen months ago, is now throb- 
bing with activity, Where one shop 
waa open, there are now ten streets 
where the houses are being furiously 
~ red, the population has inc 

ully 50 per cent., formerly comatose 
Saoneles are working and new buildings, 
especially on the outskirts, are rising 
apace. y? Chiefly because there has 
been found a workable compromise be- 
tween capital—as . veprresented here by 
the State—and labor. 

Now when the State wants to bulld or 
repair, or to increase the output of a 
factory, it. applies to ‘‘artela’’--small 
or large groups, or guilds, of workers. 
The artel, as a ‘legal person, accepts 
a contract for building or for a job in a 
factory. It, pays its members a regular 
labor federation tariff, just c* the 
‘American contractor would do. But if 
they work hard and quickly, there re- 
mains quite a fat.profit, which gees to 
the coffer of the arte] to be divided 
among its members.

HUGHES ASK FAIR PLAY 


Asks Former Governor's Views 


"on Coleman’s Refusal to 
Allow Him to Speak. 





John J. Lyons, candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Mayor, replied 
| yesterday to the letter from Charles EB. 
Hughes, former Secretary of State, in

Frank J. Coleman, Republican leader 
of the Fifteenth Manhattan Assembly 
District and Mr. Waterman’s primary 
campaign manager, in which Judge 
Coleman refused permission to Mr. 
Lyons to speak in his district clubhouse 
on the ground that he cohsidered Mr. 
Lyon’s candidacy ‘‘inimical’’ to the wel- 
fare of the Republican Party. 

“Under the circumstances,’’ Mr. Ly-

~ Harrison Noel, the escaped lunatic and 
confessed murderer, was turned away 
from the doors of the Overbrook insti- 
tution when his mother sought to re- 
turn him five days after his escape last 
| June, according to testimony taken by 
the Board of- Freeholders of Essex 
County in. Newark yesterday. 

The. demented youth had been free 
lésS than a week when the mother took 
him back to the asylum to be recom- 
mitted, but the institution failed to claim 
him. Dr. John M. Thompson, whom the 
mother asked to see, was out at the 
time, so Mrs. Noel went away with her 
‘boy. Subsequently Dr. Thompson asked 
for the return of the boy, but did not 
demand it: or take steps to compel it. 
Dr. Thompson said yesterday that the 
boy. had been voluntarily committed by 
his parents and he was doubtful of his 
right to compel his return when the 
father -took responsibility for the boy 
and refused to give him up. 

After hearing this and other testimony, 
the Board of Freeholders deliberated for 
two hours, but were unable to agree 
whether or not any official dereliction 
of duty was involved in the failure to 
Eceg. soe boy under restraint. The Free- 
holders will meet again today to try to 
arrive at a decision. According to the 
legal advice received by the Freeholders, 
the father cannot be charged with the 
violation of any law for failing to sur- 
render his son, although the son in his 
insane fits had made three previous at- 
tempts at murder. 


Dr. Thompsen Testifies. 


After Dr. Thompson had detailed his 
negotiations with the. father and the 
father’s alleged broken promise to re- 
turn the boy, Freeholder Hines said: 

“Dr. Thompson, the Freéholders and 
the public are puzzled to know why this 
boy was not held when he came to the 
very doors of the hospital.’’ 

“My conscience is clear ‘in this case,’’ 
replied the physician a little excitedly. 
“I feel I did my duty both to the boy 
aand the institution. My mistakes were 
of the head and not of the heart. I was 
not in the hospital on the day the boy 
was brought here."’ 

“Did you regard him as dangerous?”’ 

“IT had no reason to believe from my 
observation of him from the time he en- 
tered until he disappeared that he was 
in any way dangerous. He showed no 
dangerous tendencies. Neither his 
mother nor father regarded him as dan- 
gerous. Both were very optimistic and 
hopeful of his recovery.”’ 

Dr, Thompson admitted that he did not 
tell Dr. Guy Payne, Superintendent of 
the hospital, about the status of the 
Noel boy and about the father’s prom- 
ise to return him and his failure to keep 
that promise, but said that he had noted 
those facts in the boy’s record slip.

SEAMEN’S STRIKES FAILING 


Action by Authorities in Dominions 
Having its Effect. 
LONDON, | Sept. (10 (#).—Dispatches 
from Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa today all indicate that the .unof- 
ficial strike of British seamen, which

Green, the company’s Superintendent of 
Municipal Lighting; was chésen Chair- 
man, and William E. Davidson, a.clerk 
for the employer, was elected Secretary. 
Then began a sociable evening for the 
company’s adherents. They would not 
let the officials get the floor, but took 
it themselves in turn and told each other 
how good the company was and how 
fine it was to work for so grateful an 
employer. 

The gathering of town officlals took 
heart when Mrs. James A. Harvey, 
President of the Federated Muthers’ 
Clubs. of Yonkers, got the floor. She 
read from page advertisements which 
have appeared recently in local papers 
throughout the country lauding tne com- 
pany. over the signature of its f’resi- 
dent, F. A. Stratton df Mount Vernon, 
and printing. the names of the employes 
under the. caption ‘Faithful Servants 
of the County.’’ When Mrs. Harvey 
concluded by acknowledging that she 
had taken employment with tne com- 
pany, the town officiais withdrew to a 
private office near by and organized a 
separate meeting.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.~—Following 
the policy inaugurated last year, the In- 
terior Department is again offering to 
distribute surplus buffalo bulls from the 
Government herd in the Yellowstone 
National Park. This year about 100 
bulls can be spared. 

Application for buffalo bulls’ should 
be made direct to the Director of the 
National Park. Service, Department of 
the Interlor, Washington, D. C., who, 
upon approving the request,’ will in- 
struct the Park Superintendent to make 
shipment, 

Any person desiring a buffalo bull 
must pay the cost of catching and 
transporting it from the point of capture 
to-its new home. The cost of capturing, 
crating and transporting a buffalo from 
Gardiner, Mont., the shipping point, is 
$80 or $85. 

To this must be added the express 
charges. A buffalo will weigh from 1,200 
to 2,500 pounds, crated, but in consider- 
ing express rates from Gardiner to the 
point of destination 2,000 pounds can be 
considered as average weight. Based on 
these data, approximate rates of ship- 
ment carn be obtained from the local 
express company. Shipments of buffalo 
will be made in late September, October 
and early November. : 

Applicants for buffalo should state for 
what purpose the bison are desired and 
what facilities are available for their 
care. Last Fall eighty-six buffalo wete 
distributed in this manner.

CRAIG ANSWERS LIBEL SUIT. 


Makes 18 Separate Defenses to Sin- 
nott & Canty in $1,250,000 Action. 


Controller Charles L.. Craig. and 
Deputy Controller Charles F. Kerrigan 
filed answers in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, in the libel “suitd for $1,250,000 
brought against them by the bonding 
company of Sinnott & Canty, of which 
James Pau! Sinnott, brother of John 
F. Sinnott, secretary and son-in-law of 
Mayor Hylan, is President.. The suits 
were based on statements issued by the 
Controller and his Députy concerning 
the investigation made by them into the 
bonding activities of Sinnott & Canty, 
Inc., in connection with city contracts. 

The answers alleged that all the 
statements made, which were subse- 
quently published in the ‘newspapers, 
and which caused the newspapers to be 
sued by the bonding company, were true 
and were issued in the public interest. 
The answers cover fifty printed pages 
and set forth in detail the alleged facts 
brought out in the Controller's inves- 
tigation. They contain eighteen “sepa- 
one defenses, and in conclusion they 
state: 

‘Upon information and belief that

Entirely penniless and owing his hotel 
bill and several small amounts, Cortland, 
appears to have acted through despair. 
He left two letters, one addressed to a 
woman in care of the United States Con- 
sulate at Genoa, another, which was un- 
sealed, contained a set of verses ad- 
dressed to a woman, care of the United 
States Consulate at Paris.

Police to Question Husband of Slain 
Woman—Arrest Boys Who Rotten- 
. Egged Her Home.

VINTON; Iowa, Sept. 10.—The fiery 
cross of the Klan is burning tonight on 
the grave of Mrs. Myrtle Cook, where 
this afternoon the hoodéd order laid her 
to rest after one of the most dramatic 
funerals this town ever witnessed. 

Six masked Klansmen, garbed in pure 
white, flanked the hearse which bore the 
body of the assassinated W. C. T. U. 
leader to the church and to the grave, 
and behind the hearse followed a score 
or mare members of the ordei’ in full 
regalia. 

In the church twenty$woman members 
ofthe order, also garbed in white and 
masked, silently looked on while the 
Rev. A. A. Wright, Klan pastor, paid 
tribute to the virtues of the dead wo- 
man and denounced : those - responsible 
for her death. 

Arraigning the bootléggers, whom ‘he 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Cook, 
he declared that she had been marked 
for death long before the assassin’s bul- 
let ended her life, and that-she knew it.

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Cooled for a 
time. by rains and high winds, which in 
some sections reached cyclonic intensity, 
the Chicago district today was promised 
“continued warmt’ weather, following 
the hottest Sept. 9 in thirteen years. One 
death and several injuries, besides con- 
siderable property damage in Illinois 
and Wisconsin, were attributed to the 
elements. 

In Chicago the temperature reached 91 
degrees at 4 P. M. yesterday, but had 
dropped into the seventies this morning. 
The heat caused the collapse of Vincent 
Chavéa, 67 years old, while he was work- 
ing at the Edward Hines lumber yards. 
He died a short time afterward. Walter 
Wesenka, 45 years old, 2,650 West High- 
teenth Place, was overcome and is in a 
serious condition at the County Hos- 
pital. 

An electrjcal storm in the evening, 
however, brought relief to the city, the 
temperature dropping move than 20 de- 
grees. Winds accompanied the storm, 
but were not so severe as in other sec- 
tionssof Illinols and in Wisconsin. 

Peoria was struck twice by what were 
described as ‘‘miniature cyclones." The 
first, in the afternoon, injured nine per- 
sons and damaged some property, and 
the second, which came at night, caused 
a fire in the wholesale district and did 
damage estimated at $250,000.

STRASBOURG, France, Sept.'10 (#).—

here. from Mulhouse on his tour of the 
recovered Provinces of Alsace and Lor- 
raine.

The resolu- 
tion. to this effect carried unanimously 
— much cheering.

President ordered him to sit down and 
asked for a vote by acclamation. 

In view of the unlimited scope of ppw- 
erg which the resolution confers on the 
General Council, this action is strongly 
criticized by one paper as “arbitrary, 
autocratic and intolerant,’’ and it is 
suggested that delegates, in the absence 
of any enlightening discussion on the 
subject, did not realize the importance 
of the decision they were taking. 

Fred Bramley, spokesman of the Gen- 
eral Council, previously had declared 
the General Council’s intention was to. 
aim not merely, as formerly, at‘the in- 
clusion of Russian unions in the Am- 
sterdam federation, but at the formation 
of an all-inclusive federation. 


Can Split With Amsterdam. 


The resolution passed today means it 
will no longer be obligatory to proceed 
only in unison with the Amsterdam In- 
ternational, which the General Council 
could ignore, and is at variance both 
with the policy of the majority of the 
unions represented at Amsterdam ani 
that of the political International with 
which the British labor movement is as- 
sociated. 

‘If the General Council's policy to- 
ward Communism of Russia is carried 
out,’’ Bays The London Times Labor coy- 
respondent, ‘‘the Amsterdam Interna- 
tional will crumble and the Labor Party 
here will either'sbe completely trans- 
formed or split. It is inconceivable that 
the Congress saw the implications. of 
the policy it endorsed.’’

Old Indian on His Deathbed Re- 
veals Story to Doctor, 
Copyright, 1925, by The New York Times Company, 
Specia] Cable to Tuy New Yoram Tima; 
MEXICO CITY, Sept, 10.—A seoret of 
a buried treasure of Asteo kings, handed 
down from father to son for 400 years, 
has been revealed in a story told to a 
Mexican doctor by the last keeper of 
the secret on his deathbed. According 
to the story the treasure is hidden in 
@ cave near the Village of Tepozxtlan, 
near Cuernavaca. The hidden treasure 
is said to consist of bars of gold, quills 
filled with gold dust, emeralds and 
other precious stones, and gold-mounted 
vases hidden by the Aztec kings when 
the Spaniards arrived in Mexico City. 
Marcelino Ramon, an Indian, 96 years 
eld, when dying, revealed the secret.

‘Coolidge Implies Direction of Mer- 
: ‘chant Marine Rests in One Man, 
the Senator Declares.

- WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Senator 
William H. King, Democrat of Utah, 
fesued a statement today in which he 
eriticized the course taken by President 
Coolidge in requesting the resignation 
of Commissioner Haney of the Shipping 
Board and declared that the issues in- 
volved should pe cvutsidered by Con- 
@ress. Senator King.said that Congress 
had given the Shipping Board authority 
to supervise the operation of the Gov- 
ernment-owned fleet. _He did not be- 
lieve, he said, that the American people 
approved of a policy under ,which the 
President sought to curb the Board's 
authority by concentrating power ‘in an 
Individual and demanding the resigna- 
tion of a commissioner who did not 
fall in with his viewpoint. 
Commissioner Haney up to this time 
has refused to submit his resignation 
and is waiting for President Coolidge 
to make the next move. It is expected 
that the President, who returned to 
Washington today, will shortly bring 
further pressure to bear upon Mr. Hanéy, 
and if he fails to obtain a voluntary 
resignation will seek to determine 
whether he has the power to remove 
Mr. Haney. The outcome of the con- 
troversy is being watched with great 
interest in political circles and seems 
certain to be carried into Congress. 
‘ “The members of the Shipipng Board 
hold office for a period of six years 
overlapping any Presidential term and 
it is inconceivable that Congress should 
have made such provisions concerning 
the membership of the Shipping Board 
if it had intended that the direction of 


the merchant miarine should be placed 
in one man’s hands,’’ Senator King 
Bays. 

“Congress defined) the powers of the 
Shipping Board. The members of that 
Board were to be independent as are 
tite members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. They are to exercise 
their own judgment and that means, 
of course, the exercise of a wise and 
sound discretion, in the execution of 
the duties placed upon them by the 
specific terms of the act. No. executive 
has the right to circumscribe their du- 
ties or to determine the policies which 
they shall adopt. Congress prescribes 








What the board shall do, and they are 
required to exercise their best judgment 
in carrying out the will of Congress. 

“‘It is known, not only by Congress, 
but by the country that the Shipping act 
was only made possible because the 
various ‘sections of the country were 
represented by the board which, as I 
have stated, have the direction of the 
enterprise. The recent statement by the 
President will come as a surprise to 
many as it implies that the direction of 
the merchant marine, which is carried 
on by appropriations made by Congress 
ig committed not to the seven members 
of the Shipping Board but to one man, 
who, for the moment, is the President 
of the Fleet Corporation and who is 
unknown officially to Congress. 

“There is a question, as I see the 
situation, that is more vital and far 
more important than the question of the 
qualifications of the personnel of *the 
Shipping Board or of the President of 
the Fleet Corporation and the question— 
or at least one phase of if—is this: ‘May 
the Chief Executive of the nation con- 
trol, by understandings or otherwise, the 
action and conduct_.of the Shipping 
Board or other organizations created by 
Congress for proper Governmental pur- 
poses?: And may such control board be 
had, or the actions and conduct of such 
agencies established by Congress, be in- 
fluenced by understandings between the 
Chief Executive and the members of 
such agencies, in advance of their ap- 
-pointment or prior to their confirmation 
by the Senate?’ 

“Indeed, the question involved, is 
‘shall governmental agencies created by 
Congress to carry out governmental pur- 
poses, with duties. and policies. pre- 
scribed by Congress, be controlled by the 
Chief Executive, and the judgment and 
discretion of the individuals charged by 
Congress to execute the law, be influ- 
enced, circumscribed or limited by the 
Chief Executive, or shall the members 
of such boards so created be permitted 
to exercise their independent judgment 

and the discretion which the law gives 
to them?”

Piof. Schlesinger Returns From 9

Observatory, who went to Johannesburg 
to set up the big Yale telescope, was 
back at the university today after an 
absence of nine months.

Power—Says Army Is Prepared. 


The American Legion should give 
some attention to re-Americanizing 
Americans, said State Commander Sam- 
uel Aronowitz at the opening of the 
State Legion convention yesterday in |’ 
the Seventy-first Regiment Armory. The 
duty to aid and encourage foreigners is 
well understood, but men -seem apt to 
forget their duties to their own \people, 
he said. 

“There has been growing up in this 
country among our own citizens an 
amazing lack of understanding of the 


ship,’’ he said.

ties. There has been -alto er too 
small a response to the call to duty 
upon the part of our citizens. This

confidence in our courts, and that con- 
fidence can only be maintained pro- 
vided there is a willingness on the part 
of our intelligent citizens to serve on 
juries. By teaching the necessity of 
voting and of giving time to jury ser- 
vice we can bring home to our own 
citizens those ideals which we attempt 
to inculcate in the aliens who come to 
our land.”’ 

Mr. Aronowitz's report, which also 
recommended the removal of State head- 
quarters to Albany and better care for 
orphan children through the appoint- 
ment of a special Child Welfare Com- 
mittee, as well as other prblems before 
the Legion, was presented after Mayor 
John F. Hylan had welcomed the 1,000 
delegates an their relatives to the city. 
The Mayor was very anxious about the 
radio before he spoke, and asked that 
it be cut off. The day's proceedings 
were being broadcast by WNYC. 


Mayor Hylan’s Welcome. 

“You know I have been served with 
an injunction preventing me from using 
the municipal radio, and I must see that 
it is cut off,’ he said. ‘‘I might be 
hauled before Mr. Justice Levy or some 


other Justice and be ‘jugged.’ I don’t 


want to do that, as I want to continue 
on the job until after the fifteenth.’’ 

“‘New York City is grateful for the 
opportunity to receive and entertain 
those whe have,made so substantial a 
contribution to the continuance, unim- 
paired and unsullied, of national sover- 
eignty through the example of sturdy 
and intrepid American citizenship,” said 
the Mayor. We have not forgotten the 
valorous and patriotic military service 
you rendered to the nation when the na- 
tion was in need of such“service; nor 
are we unmindful of the zeal with which 
you have applied yourselves to the less 
dramatic, but none ‘the less vital, ac- 
tivities of the work-a-day world. 

‘“‘We can sce in your stay among us 
an advantage of great value in the pro- 
motion of civic righteousness and a 
more intensive appreciation of our in- 
stitutions of Government.- Our six mil- 
lion people, engrossed in the daily tasks 
of life, will see the legionaires during 
their stay here or will read of them 
through the press. This will help to 
bring home more vividly to all, the 
obligations as well as the privileges 
which are bestowed by American citi- 
zenship.” 


Summerall on Aircraft. 


A reference to the great interest in 
aviation recently, because of the contro- 
versy over the merits of aircraft and 
land and sea forces, was made by Major 


Gen. Charles P. Summerall in his speech 
before the legion in the afternoon 

‘We hear much of the overwhelming 
importance of aircraft and of its anni- 
hilating effect,” he said. ‘It has de- 
veloped no military powers that it did 
not possess during the war. 
whom the responsibilities for the de- 
fense of the country rest know and 
appreciate its true relationship to the 
other forces, but they also know that 
when the next armistice is signed the 
doughboy will be holding the firing line. 

“As far as the army is concerned, 
your doubt may be dispelled by the 
general statement that except for reduc- 
tion to 118,000 it has remained station- 
ary. You would find all branches 
armed and equipped precisely as you 
last saw them in 1918 or 1919. 

“You have no doubt heard much of 
the peace-time plan for the mobilization 
of resources. Through the cooperation 
of the leading men-in industry, this 
process has -far exceeded anything that 
existed during the war. Here, at least, 
the post-war activities present real 
progress. How much of our hopes would 
be realized will depend upon the pa- 
triotism of the agencies employed and 
the wholehearted support of the people 
at the time of an emergency. The Gen- 
eral Staff has perfected a plan of mobi- 
lization which should assure the assem- 
bling of a considerable force in less time 
than that was the case in 1917.” 

General Summerall spoke of the time 
needed to train men and obtain replace- 
ments in men and material, and said 
that we had been fortunate ‘in the last 
war, because the country was already 
organized industrially for war as the 
result of supplying the Allies. 

‘In the case of airplanes, tanks and 
gasses,” he said, “there-has been no- 
experience upon which to base calcula- 
tions, -unl one accepts the lack of 
effective airplane production during the 
war. This. would seem inadmissable; 
both as to time and material.” 

Legion to Parade Today. 

Peter J. Brady, President of the Fed- 
eration Bank)of New York also spoke, 
and reports were read on various as- 
pects: of legion activities. After attend- 
ing the opening of the convention, the 
members of the Women’s Auxiliary went 
to the Hotel Pennsylvania, where their 
own convention opened. Mr. Aronowitz 
spoke to them there and Mrs. E. B. 
Garrison, President of the State auxili- 
ary, presided and read Seg? report. More 
units were organized in this year, shé 
‘said, than in any previous year. 

The legion will parade on Fifth Ave- 
nue this afternoon, starting at 2 o'clock 
at . Eighth Street. and marching to 
Sixtieth Street. The line will be headed

Three unpublished autographs written 
by John Keats, Charles Lamb and Wil- 
lam Blake, have been brought to this 


country from England by Barnet J, 


Beyer, head of Barnet J, Beyer, Inc., 


. dealers in firat editions. 


_ Negotiations were under way, it was 
Yeported yesterday, for the purchase of 
the autographs by an American col- 
lector. The manuscripts are from a 
gtoup of manuscripts collected by a 
William Upeott,.a contemporary .of the 
writers. . 

The letter of Keats is to his fiancee, 
Fanny Brawne. It was his last letter 
to lor before sailing for Italy on Sept 
18,1820. There is a suggestion that 
Keats had a premonition of his death, 


which occurred the following February, | 


for ‘he says; ‘‘The world is too brutal 


' for me. I am glad there is such a thing 


as.the grave. I am sure I shall never 
have any rest till I get there.”’ 

The Brown referred to in the letter is 
Charles Armitage Brown, a‘ friend with 
“ees Keats lived for some time. Dilke 

is Charles Wentworth Dilke, also a 
friend. 

In contrast with the touching letter of 
Keats is the unpublished original manu- 
script of Charles Lamb. Written in his 
whimsical vein for his autobiography, 


Lamb deseribes himself as having a 
“cast of face slightly Jewish, with no 
Judaic tinge in his complexional re- 
ligion.’’ He mentions the works which 
he “thas been guilty of obtruding upon 
{the public’ and says that in .fact they 
were his recreations ‘and his true works 
may be found on the shelves of Leaden 
Hall Street filling some hundred folios,”’ 
This is a reference to his thirty-three 
years of service as a civil servant. 

Though ‘‘a small eater but not 
@rinker,’’ Lamb confesses to ‘‘a partial- 
ity for the product of the juniper 
berry.”’ mb is not generally known 
to have had a fondnéss for gin. 

The autograph of William Blake is a 
unique explanation of what the poét con- 
sidered should go into an autograph. 
The autégraph is surmounted by a nude 
male. ‘figure, beautifully) drawn in 
Blake’s. characteristic style, with the 
words, “William Blake, one who is very 
much "delighted with being in good com- 
pany.” At the sides are the date, 
“Jan. 15, 1826’’ and the statement ‘‘born 
28 Novr, 1757 in London and has “died 
several times since.’ 

The autographs are said to have 
evoked great interest among bibliophiles 
who have seen them. A friend of Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin tried to per- 
suade Mr. Beyer to dispose of the auto- 
graphs in England, but Mr. Beyer de- 
clined, 


The Keats Letter. 


Here is the Keats letter: 
I do not write this till the last, 
that no eye may see it. 
my dearest Girl, 

I wish you could invent some means 
to make me at all happy without you. 
Every hour I am more and more con- 
centrated in you; everything else. 
tastes like chaff in my mouth. I feel 
{t almost impossible to go to Italy— 
the fact is I cannot leave you, and 
shall never taste one. minute's content- 
ment until it pleases chance to let me 
live with you for good. But I will 
not go on at this rate- A person in 
_ health as you are can have no con- 
ception of the horrors that nerves and 
a temper like mine go through. What 
island do your friends propose retiring 
to? I should be happy to go with you 
there alone, but in company I. should 
object to it; the backbitings and jeal- 
ousies of new colonists who have noth- 
ing else to amuse themselves is un- 
bearable. Mr. Dilke came to see me 
Yesterday and gave me a very great 
deal more: pain than pleasure. I shall 
never be able any more to endure the 
society of any of those who used to 
meet at Elm Cottage and Wentworth 
Place: The last two- years taste like 
brass upon my palate. If I cannot 
live with you I will live alone. I do 
not think my health will improve much 
while I am separated from*you. For 
all this I am averse to seeing you—I 
cannot bear flashes of light and return 
into*my gloom again. I.am not so 
unhappy as I should be if I had seen 
you yesterday. To be happy with you 
seems such an impossibility! It re- 
quires a luckier star than mine! It 
will mever be. I enclose a passage 
from one of your letters which I want 
you to alter a little—I want (if you 
will ‘have it.so) the matter express’d 
less coldly to me. If my health would 
bear it I’ could write a: poem: which I 
have in my head, which would be a 
consolation for people in such a situa- 
tion as mine. I would show some one 
in love as I am with a person living 
in such liberty as you do. Shake- 
speare always sums up matters in the 
most sovereign manner. Hamlet’s 
heart was full of such misery as mine 
is when he said to Ophelia: “‘Go to a 
nunnery! Go, go!"’ Indeed, I should 
like to give up the matter at once—I 
should like to die. I am sickened at 
the brute world which you are smiling 
with. I hate men, and women more. 
I see nothing but thorns for the future 
wherever I may be hext Winter, in 
Italy, or nowhere, Brown will, be liy- 
ing near you with his indecencies. I 
see no prospect of any rest. Suppose 
me in Rome—well, I should there see 
you as in'a magic glass going to and 
from town at all hours————. I wish 
you could infuse a little confidence 
of human nature into my heart. I 
cannot muster any—the world is too 
. brutal for.me—I am glad there is such 
a. thing as the grave—I am sure I 
shall never have any rest till I get 
there. At any rate, I will indulge my- 
self by ntver seeing any niore Dilke 
or Brown, or any of their. friends. I 
wish I was either in your arms, full 
of faith, or that a thunderbolt would 
strike me.

The City of 
New York has not heretofore appeared 
in this case. 

It would serve no useful purpose to 
repeat here the various alleged grounds 
of error now assigned as reasons for 
a re-hearing, as all .of them were 
raised in one form or another and. dis- 
cussed during; the progress of the 
hearings and in the briefs and’ were 
carefully considered by the commis- 
sion “before reaching its conclusion.

SAYS SPRCULATORS 


Brooklyn Dealer Finds 400,000 
Tons Are Held Back to Create 
» Artificial Famine. ' 


RISE TO $20 





PREDICTS

Boat Company Officlais Say 2,000,- 
000 Tons Are Within’ 20 
Miles of New York. 





* Speculators own nearly 500,000 tone of 
anthracite afloat on barges in the 
vicinity of New York, and tremendous 
stocks, estimated as high as 2,000,000 
tons, are said to be held within twenty 
miles of the city awaiting a sharp de- 
mand, according to retail coal dealers 
and tow line company officials yes- 
terday. , 

Dealers said that there was no acute 
shortage yet, but that large quantities 
of coal were being held off the market 
in order to create an artificial famine 
as/a prelude to price ihcreases. If these 
stocks were-not released shortly, it was 
predicted that retail coal would be sold 
in this city in a few weeks for $20 a 
ton. 

Michael Tuch, President of the Brook- 
lyn Union Coal Company, said that 
there was no acute shortage, but that 
there was a manufactured shortage 
which was being used to increase re- 
tail prices. 

“Both the Hudson and the East Rivers 
off Ninety-Sixth Street are crowded with 
heavily laden barges. and still other 
boats are anchored in Newtown Creek 
and the Gowanus Canal, all waiting for 
the price advance which speculators be- 
Heve must come when the pockets of 
dealers are .emptied,’’ said Mr. Tuch, 


“Fully 400,000 tons are on barges an- 
chored in New York waters today, but 
this coal is not for sale except; at prices 
which are prohibitive. 


Price Not Justified. 


“T am selling nut and egg coal for $14 
and stove coal for $14.50 a ton, yet spec- 
ulators have the effrontery to offer me 
these sizes at $15.50 a ton. Such a price 
is absolutely without justification. 

“Congestion such as exists at Ninety- 
sixth Street and in other sections of the 
water front is attributable wholly to thé 
hoarding of coal by speculators. Ordi- 
narily coal barges move almost continu- 
ously to their destination and unload as 
rapidly as possible in order to minimize 
the expense of charter costs, wharfage 
and other items, 

“Tf all the coal available in New York 
waters were feleased for distribution at 
fair prices, the present so-called short- 
age would disappear. Wipe out specu- 
lation and you eliminate the sole reason 
for the present price advance.’’ 

“It is impossible to say precisely who 
owns all this coal,’’ Mr. Tuch said. 
“For one thing it has. been sold and re- 
sold a number of times, each speculator 
tacking on his profit and no one wants 
to claim it and admit he is taking ad- 
vantage of the situation to exact huge 
profits. Therefore each owner or group 
of owners is keeping mum age. far as 
his identity .goes. 

‘‘Nevertheless I am approached several 
times a day, either by telephone er in 
person, by agents offering me coal at 
higher prices than I am selling to the 
consumer. I have not.bought from any 
of them and will not do so. 

“But what is the small consumer, who 
has not been able to stock up, going to 
do? The question will grow serious 
shortly unless the strike ends or some 
other way is found out. 

“The wealthy householder who has 
been able to fill his commodious bins 
within 60 per cent. of their capacity 
should help by refraining from further 
buying. If every one makes a rush for 
coal now:a situation of panic will be 
created, which will be disastrous for 
everybody but the ‘scalpers’ or-specula- 
tors, who have been accumulating enor- 
mous supplies for that very purpose. 


Unable te Get Boats. 


“Any one who doubts the existence of 
the situation I describe has only to visit 
the mouth of the Newtown Creek, cer- 
tain sections of the Gowanus Canal and 
the two rivers off Ninety-sixth Street. 
Ordinarily I use only my. own boats in 
transferring coal from tidewater to my 
piers, but recently I have had occasion 
to seek additional boats. The result was 
significant. Where a-short time ago 
such boats were a drug on the market 
and could have been obtained by the 
score, it has become almost impossible 
to charter one. What is the reason? 
It is simple. They have all been char- 
tered to form an armada of stored fuel 
held for enormous profits."”’ 

Mr. ‘Tuch said that coal being held in 
barges was adding to its cost at the 
rate of at least $15 a boat a day through 
demurrage and wherthge charges and 
rent for the barges ese prices it 
was said, would be passed on to the 
consumer, who will also be expected’ to 
pay the increased price demanded by 
the speculator.’ 

Tow boat officials and tug boat cap- 
tains estimated that there were about 
2,000,000 tons‘of hard coal in or around 
the waters touching on New York City. 
It was reported that 60,000 tons were 
anchored at Port Reading, N. J., the 
terminus of the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad. 

About "50,000 tons is said to be an- 
chored at Elizabethport, N. J., and more 
than a dozen boats were said to be 
anchored off Fourteenth Street, Ho- 
boken. 

Some companies say they have found 
it necessary to raise retail prices of an- 
thracite to $15.75 a ton because they 
have been compelled to buy from inde- 
pendents. Last week in Philadelphia 
President John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers said that there was no 
excuse for price increases, as the coal 
now on the market was mined for the 
game prices as that sold prior to the 
strike. 

Sanders A. Wertheim, general man- 
ager of Burns Bros., said yesterday 
that the independent coal operators who 
had.a bad ‘season were naturally try- 
ing to recoup their losses. 

‘“‘The independents are getting as much 
"he said. ‘‘Where 
we have raised our selling prices for coal 
it has been done to meet the increased 
cost of production. It costs 60 cents 
a month to keep a ton of coal on a 
barge. We have many barges on the 
river at present. .Many have been at 
anchor sixty days or more.._-We have 
not ch the consumer the cost of the 
demurrage. We have only raised prices 
where we have been selling independent 

coal.”’

The total of the gross receipts and the gross expendi-' 
tures.of the City, through the City Treasury and the: 
various Sinking Funds, for the year 1924 reached a stu- 
pendous figure—$2,854,691,305.28. These gross re- 
ceipts, however, include transactions within the City’s 
own funds aggregating $216,741,659.97, which reduces 
the gross of both. receipts and expenditures to that 
extent. 

This wet reduction leaves, however, the still great 
eat arp A$ receipts at $1,225,187,522.43, of which sum 

640.63 represents borrowings made from the 
sor and from banks and bankers, including renewals 
of borrowings. 

The work of borrowing or of negotiating loans for the 
City is one of the important duties of the Comptroller. 

The need for borrowing arises principally from two 
facts. First, that authorization of bonds and rates for 
public improvements are not immediately translated 
into cash by sale, but are financed by the issue of cor- 
porate stock notes or temporary borrowings as the cash 
is actually required for disbursement, ‘these, temporary 
borrowings subsequently being redeemed by a public 
sale of stocks or bonds except sales to the Sinking Funds, 
‘which are made direct, and; Second, to the fact that the 
City begiris the expenditure of its budget appropriations 
in January, and the taxes are not collected until May and 
October, so we have to borrow and issue revenue bills, 
as expenditures are made, these bills being subsequently 
redeemed from tax collections and revenues. 

Except for sales to the Sinking Funds and the public

‘THE CITY ABOVE PARTY. 
‘ Mr. HUGHES was once an instructor 
in law, and it is with something of the 
Air of a teacher that he replies to the 
inquiries of Mr. Lions in reference to 
the primary. That gentleman had pro- 
tested against the designation of a can- 
didate for Mayor by the Republican 
Committee. He. also resented the 
charge that he himself was doing 
something irregular and insurgent in 
Submitting his own name to the en- 
rolled Republican voters. On both 
these points Mr. HuaHes quietly reas- 
If there is to be a party 
primary, the leaders of the Repub- 
lican. organization are quite within 
their rights, as they are within the 
law, in putting forward their own 
Choice of candidates. But this does 
not in the least bar out others who 
may desire to contest the primary in- 
dependently. Mr. Hucugs agrees with 
Mr. Lyons that he has a “right to 
“ask for the support of the members 
“of the party."’ But he takes occa- 
sion to make it clear that in his opin- 
ion the Mayoralty election rises far 
above partisan considerations: 

In the present case, in relation to the 
election of Mayor, the controlling pur- 
pose is not to serve the Republican 
Party save as it faithfully serves the 
interests of the city by presenting a 
candidacy which will recommend 
itself to those who desire municipal 
governm to be conducted not in the 
interests ‘of a party organization, 
‘whether Democratic or Republican,

especially to rescue the administration 
of the city from its present pitiable 
plight and make it the efficient in- 
strument of intelligence in meeting the 
gravest municipal problems. 


“In the existing excitement and un- 
certainty attending the Democratic 
primary this may sound like a counsel 
of perfection.

In Ireland it 
was long regarded as absolutely se- 
cure, and had for years been a favor- 
ite investment not alone of the well- 
to-do but of multitudes in the middle 
class. Not-.only had provision been 
made in these Irish railway shares for 
widows and children, but many chari- 
table foundations consisted largely of 
such funds. And although the finan- 
cial condition of the Great Southern 
Railway Company had been ominously

In commending to the scholarly Phi 
Beta Kappa ‘‘ an aristocracy of ser- 
** vice rather than an aristocracy of 
** mere brains ’* Dr. FrRaNK PIERRE- 
PONT Graves breathed an aspiration 
born in any a mind during the stir 
f and stress of the war. The need of “‘a 
new kind of test,” supplementing the 
intelligence test, which shall reveal 
the moral and spiritual qualities es- 
sential to leadership in service, is 
widely felt by the more advanced 
psychologists. And in many fields be- 
sides those of education, of the 
churches and of politics, to which Dr. 
Graves referred, there is obviously 
“too much poor material.’’ Thus far 
his ideas were well within the horizon 
of his hearers. But when he proceeded 
to recommend eugenics as the means 
of recruiting leadership in service, he 
may well have given Phi Beta Kappa 
men what is sometimes called pause. 
Not many of them are likely .to 
doubt that the mental and moral qual- 
ities of such leadership are hereditary. 
Still, in the eighteenth century, 
THOMAS JEFFERSON was compelled to 
admit, under the stress of criticism, 
that all men are not created equal. 
He took refuge in another glittering 
generality, that ‘‘ genius "’ is never- 
theless ‘‘ equally distributed through 
all orders of society "’—which few 
then believed but nobody could deny. 
Not until Francis GaLTon wrote, fol- 
lowing up the results of his kinsman, 
Darwin, did the world have, concrete 
evidence that qualities of leadership 
are derived in much the same man- 
ner as the points of prize stock. 
Statistics compiled from ‘’ Who's 
o” give similar results..The army 
mental tests showed 'that intelligence 
quotients, in different occupational 
groups correspond with a precision 
truly amazing to the mental, and 
largely even to the moral qualities 
required. A subsequent study showed 





children of professional men was 125, 
of the children of semi-professional 
and ‘‘ higher business ’’ men 118, of 
the children of akilled laborers 107 and 
of the children of semi-skilled and un- 
skilled laborers 92. Another showed 
that high intelligence is ‘ approxi-, 
mately five times as frequent ’’ among 
children of men in the higher occupa- 
tions. Members of the Phi Beta Kappa 
can scarcely doubt that, biologically, 
they are well qualified to assist in the 
cause of eugenics. What gives them 
pause is the fact that the problem ts 
not primarily biologic but economic. 
With the best will in the world and 
the best germ cells, they simply can- 
not afford a family, at least until 
somewhat too late. If our universities 
were to be recruited only from the 
children of graduates and were to get 
all of them, they would shrink by 
one-half in each generation. In point 
of fact they are expanding hugely— 
which is doubtless why they have, 
as Dr. Graves says, ‘‘ too much poor 


student material.” It is not to be 
denied that children of high grade 
intelligence and of high capacity for 
the leadership of service are to be 
found in the under strata of our life. 


But when they become members of 


Phi Beta Kappa they fall inexorably 
under the working of economic law. 
To put it briefly, they are obliged to 
bring up children, if any, on the pay 
of not even skilled but of unskilled 
laborers. How long should it take to

are picturesque, fascinating, but not 
capable of doing useful work on a scale 
large enough to warrant their costs and 
risks. They are extra-hazardous ma- 
chines suitable only for extra-hazardous 
enterprises, where risk is a necessary 
part of the business, like exploration 
and war. They have no place or pros- 
pects in development- of the world’s 
work of transportation and communica- 
tion. Thé future of aerial navigation, 
which has been an aspiration of man 
for centuries, lies with the power plane, 
not with the gas-bag vessel.”’ 

War zeal and incidents led the Ameri- 
can Government to betome actively in- 
terested in this phase of aerial naviga- 
tion. Many millions of dollars have been 
spent in development, construction, op- 
eration. With what results up to this 
hour? A few picturesque voyages, 
highly interesting, stirring the imagina- 
tion of the mass of people who saw or 
read, of them, but no actual work of 
importance, no demonstration of ability 
to do such Work ifm future. And great 
disasters to two of the three great high- 
class ships employed in these occasional 
publicity performances.. All of these 
trips were made under carefully selected 
weather conditions, not g things as 
they come, whether for better or worse. 
Yet two ships have been obliterated, one 
remains. 

Creation ‘of a fleet of Shenandoahs 
would only multiply the millions spent 
and the thousands of lives imperiled.

Banton Opposes Pistol Carrying. 


Mr. Banton, recalled, said he never 
had heard of an innocent man who had 
been able to make good use of a pistol 
to defend himself or his property, and 
that he did not believe it would help 
matters to increase the number of per- 
sons entitled to go armed. He asked for 
an amendment to the law which holds 
that the uncorroborated testimory of an 
accomplice in crime must not be con- 
sidered as of any weight by a jury. He 


held that a jury should be permitted to 
weigh such testimony. 

Edward B. Boles, Chairman of the 
Special Committee on Criminal: Courts, 
Law and Procedure of the Association 
of the Bar of the City of New York, 
said that Mr. Whitman, a member of 
that committee, would speak for it. Mr. 
Whitman read from published records of 
investigations by. the American Bar As- 
sociation which. showed it had recom- 
mended State laws forbidding the 
manufacture and sale of pistols except 
for the army, navy, the. police, &c. He 
reported that the American Bar Asso- 
ciation was preparing a standard code 
of criminal procedure to be submitted 
when ready. He agreed with others 
that the parole and probation systems 
had ‘‘weakened the administration of 
justice.’’ 

Chief Justice Kernochan favored quick 
trials. He said much ‘“‘junk,’’ over 
which juries waste time, could be tried 
as effectively in the Court of Special 
Sessions by three Justices. Mr. Davi- 
son of the National Crime Commission 
said that that organization was too 
young to contribute any information or 
offer any suggestions as yet. 

Mr. Benedict said Mr. Banton already 
had proposed a law to make it possible 
for a person pleading. guilty of a felony 
in a Magistrate's court to be sentenced 
at once by a General Sessions Judge 
without waiting for an indictment. 

“The detective forces of New York,” 
Mr. Benedict concluded, “are a ghastly 
jest. They never catch a criminal un- 
less they get. him redhanded.”’

HITS FINGERPRINT SYSTEM. 


Author Warns Against Subjecting 
Aliens to Process. 


In an ‘‘open letter’’ to Mark O. Pren- 
tiss, an organizer of the National Crime 
Commission, John Nicholas Beffel, co- 
author of a book which challenges the 
integrity of the fingerprint identification 
system, warned yesterday that the .com- 
mission’s plan to have all immigrants 
fingerprinted before entering this coun- 
try, was full of danger for innocent peo- 
ple. The letter reads in part; 

“Most persons still believe the conten- 
tion. of police officials and prosecutors 
that fingerprint identification is infal- 
lible. Two men have been executed in 
this country solely on fingerprint evi- 
dence, and there is large reason to be- 
lieve one of these men (George Brandon, 
electrocuted in New Jersey in 1921) was 
guiltiess. 

“Fingerprints can be forged. My col- 
taborator, “Albert Wehde. of Chicago, 
jewelry engraver and photographer, has 
discovered a process whereby hé can 
counterfeit fingerprints perfectly. He 
could lift your fingerprint from a paper 
weight or drinking glass and plant it on 
a gun, knife or safe involved in a-.mur- 
der. No expert could distinguish the 
fraudulent fingermark from a genuine 
print. 

““Anybody 
cording to advertisements of 
fingerprint school, can ob a@ corre- 
spondence course for $70 which, with a 
few months of spare time work, will 
qualify him as an expert who can. go 
into court as a professional witness and 
swear away human lives. 

“Surely the eminent men who make up 
the National Crime Commission would 
not want to advocate an unsound and 
unfair practice.”’

of the Hip Sing Tong. Fook, a prisoner 
in the Tombs, was arrested as he was 
running from the scene of the shooting 
of Mar Quong, the laundryman, who 
was a member of the On Leong Tohg. 

He is the first Chinese to be indicted 
since the reopening. of the war of re- 
prisals between Chinese gunmen three 
weeks ago. Thus far eight Chinese have 
been slain in different parts of the coun- 
try, two of the murders having been 
committed in this city on Wednesday 
and one yesterday afternoon in New 
Kensington, Pa. 

The speedy indictment of Fook was in 
line with Mr. Banton’s warning to the 
hostile tongs last week when the lead- 
ers, at a conference in the Prosecutor’s 
office, agreed, to a truce pending the 
drawing up of a new treaty. 

While the Grand Jury investigatior. 
was in progress, Magistrate Moses R. 
Ryttenberg held a hearing in the Homi- 
cide Court in connection with the ar- 
rest thé night before of three officials 
of’ the On Leon Tong on charges: of 
complicity in the killing of two Chinsse 
that evening on the rim of Chinatown. 
The prisoners, Lee Dhu, National Pres- 
ident; Mon Lee, National Secretary, and 
Harry Moy, local Secretary, wre dis- 
charged however, when the police ad- 
mitted that they had no evidence con- 
necting them with either. killing. 


Suspect Held Without Bail. 


They had been arrested following the 
fatal shooting of a Chinese in the tene- 
ment at 56 Hester Street and the slay- 
ing of a second man with a hammer in 
front of 24 Bowery. The victims were 
Hip Sing members. Another On Leong 
man, Chin Bing, also arrested in -cdn- 
nection with the Hester Street killing, 
when arraigned on a murder charge late 
yesterday afternoon before Acting Chief 
City Magistrate -James M. Barrett, 
pleaded not guilty and was remanded 
without bail for examination on Monday, 

Many Chinese, said to be members: of 
the On Leong tong, were in court and 
filed back to Chinatown after the re- 
lease of the three On Leong Officials. 
They found that detectives and uni- 
formed policemen in their absence had 
renewed their search for gunmen and 
weapons. 

The detectives had combed several 
tenements: in Pell and Doyers Streets, 
when Harold Stroh, a meter inspector 
for the Consolidated Gas Company, told 
a policeman that he had just discovered 
a new pistol, fully loaded, on top of a 
méter onthe third floor of 24 .Mott 
Street. Detectives’ found the weapon, 
confiscated. it and questioned twenty- 
four Chinese in the place. All knew 
nothing about the pistol. 

Three Freed, Three Held. 

Three of six Chinese arrested follow- 
ing Wednesday’s. killings were dis- 
charged yesterday in the Tombs Court 
when they were arraigned for violating 
the Sullivan law. They are Chu Cin 
of Newark; Chu Bong of 19 Pell Street, 
and Fong.Sue of 513 Lenox Avenue. 
The other three are Leung Knon, 13 
Mott Street; Lee Pang, 12,.-Pell Street, 
and Harry Chin, 13 Pell Street. Knon 
was held in $100 bajl.for trial in Special 
Sessions on a _ charge of ssupaasing 
opium. The others pleaded not guilty 
to the same charge and were held in 
similar bail for a~hearing: on Tuesday 
next. 

In one of several raids last night four 
members of the imported Chinese orches- 
tra playing at one of the Chinese opera 
houses on the Bowery were arrested 
on charges of smoking opium. The men 
were arrested in an apartment on the 

ird floor of 55 Bayard Street. When 
taken to the Oak Street station the pris- 
oners said they were Chin Mow, heralded 
as the Chinese Toscanini; Lee.Bick, Len 
Yen and Wong Kim. 

Because of the tong warfare Police 
Commissiqner Enright revoked licenses 
issued to three prominent Chinese to 
carry pistols. Two of these, Quen Jing 
Ji, known as ‘‘Boston Charlie,’’ and 
Sam Young, learned of Enright’s action 
when detectives seized their pistols. 
Both are members of the On Leong tong, 
it was said. The weapons, it was said, 
had been given to them by the_police to 
protect themselves from enemy gunmen.

TO REMAIN CITIZEN 


Won't Give Up. Wyoming Ranch 
and: Intends to Return After 
Taking Title. 


BUSY NOW WITH CATTLE 


Heir to Portsmouth Title Wiil 
Leave One Son In Yale.on Sail- 
Ing In November.

SHERIDAN, Wyo., Sept. 10.—“I am 
so happy in my surroundings on my 
Wyoming ranch that-I have no inten- 
tion of relinquishing my American cit- 
izenship, unless it becomes absolutely 
necessary to do so,” said Oliver Henry 
Wallop today, when asked about his in- 
tentions regarding the earldom of Ports- 
mouth to which he has falicn heir 
through the recent death of his brother, 
John Fellows Wallop. | 

“I do not know at this time just what 
steps will be necessary, but so far as 
I know it will not be necessary that lL 
again acquire citizenship in Fngland, 
which ‘would require seven years urder 
the laws of Great Britain,” Mr. Wal- 
lop added. ‘‘However, I would not be 
eligible to official membership in the 
House of Lords until I reestablished 
citizenship in the old country, so that 
if it becomes necessary so to do, I will 
not be qualified for seven years, as 1 
understand the situation.’’ 

It is Mr. Wallop’s intention to start 
for London some time in Novetnber of 
this year, accompanied by Mrs. Wallop 
The younger son, Oliver Jr., will remain 
at Yale, where he has entered for his 
second year. The eider son, Gerald 
oo has lived in England for some 

me 

“Mrs. Wallop and’ myself will prob- 
ably. spend the Winter in England and 
our future course wiJl depend largely 
upon developments resulting’ from the 
contemplated trip,” Mr.. Wallop cort- 
tinued. ‘“We have so many friends here 
and we know and love the people\so 
well, that we would take our permanent 
departure from America with many 
keen pangs of regret. Our interests are 
here and we hope to be able to remain 
indefinitely.’ He intimated, however, 
that it. might become necessary that he 
again become a citizen of England. ‘‘Of 
course, I have _relatives and many 
friends in the old country, ~but the 
greater part of. my life has been spent 
on the Roeky Mountain West in Amer- 
ica and I have grown very fond of it,’’ 
he said. 

The Portsmouth estate includes 20,000 
acres in. Hampshire, En \Qrigi- 
Nally 50,000. acres comprised the’ hold- 
ings, 30,000 acres having been disposed 
of by an elder brother of Mr. Wallop. 

Mr. Wallop said. today that he was 
too busy with Fall ranch work to give 
the Earldom much attention at this 
time. He will ship his ‘beef cattle as 
soon as practicable and otherwise shape 
ranch affairs for the trip abroad in 
November. 

“T have no thought of disposing of my 
Wyoming infterests,’’ he said... “I will 
leave the ranch and stock in competent 
hands and will hope to return in the 
Spring.”’ 

The new Earl is a typical gentleman 
rancher, He first came to Wyoming in 
1888, spent.a few. weeks in the southern 
part of the State’ (then a Territory) near 
Rawlins and then went to Canada, 
where he spent most of the Winter. In 
the Spring of 1884 he took up a ranch 
on Otter Creek, Mont., ninety-five miles 
north .of Sheridan. In he pur- 
chased the ranch on which he now lives, 
sixteen miles ‘southeast of Sheridan. He 
sold his Montana ranch in 1898 and has 
since been a. bona fide resident of Sher- 
idan County. In 1908 he was elected a 
member of the: State Legislature of Wy- 
oming, serving two years in that ca- 
pacity. 

During the World War Mr. Wallop 
volunteered his services to this country, 
but could not be assigned to duty.

CHINA DRAFTS REPLY 
10 NOTE OF POWERS 


Intends to ‘‘Refute” Conditions 
for Readjustment of Treaties, 
Newspaper Asserts. 


MORE DELEQATES NAMED 


Peking Appoints Minister Sze and 
Dr. Chung-hul for Proposed Cus- 
toms Conference. 


PEKING, Sept. 10 (#).—Chinese news- 
papers report that the Foreign Office 
intends to issue a rejoinder to the reply 
from the powers to China’s request for 
a readjustment of the tariff and extra- 
territorial treaties. 

(The note from the powers, while 
agreeing to appoint commissioners to 
consider relinquishment of extraterrito- 
rial rights held by their nationals in 
China, emphasized that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment must give ‘‘concrete evidence 
of its ability and willingness to enforce 
respect for the safety of foreign lives 
and property and to suppress disorders 
and anti-foreign agitation.’’) 

The Yishih Pao, usually a_ well- 
informed newspaper, says the Govern- 
ment intends to “‘‘refute’’ the reply. The 
Chinese document, has been drafted, it 
adds, and will be sent to the. Diplo- 
matic Affairs Commission for discus- 
sion tomorrow. 

While radical spokesmen criticize the 
allied reply, preparations on the part 
of the Government for the proposed 
customs conference are proceeding, The 
names of. 8S. Alfred Sze, Chinese Min- 
ister in. Washington; Dr. Wang Chung- 
hui, China's representative on The 
Hague Court; Liang - Shih-yi of - the 
Finance Rehabilitation Commission, and 
Huang-fu, head. of the national rail- 
ways, hawe been added to the dele- 
gates already gazetted.

BREAK HARD TO LOCATE 


400,000 Passengers Caught In Rush 
Hour Tangle—Many ‘Apartment 
oaare Filled. 


A break in @ 20-inch water main on 
Broadway at WBighty-fifth Street let 
loose a flood in the West Side subway’ 
and. paralyzed underground traffic be- 
tween Seventy-second and Ninety-sixth 
Streets for four and a half hours yes- 
terday morning in the rush period. Ap- 
proximately 400,000 travelers were 
caught in the tie-up. . 

Congestion at the two expiess and 
three intermediate local stations in- 
volved required the combined efforts of 
_ reserves and firemen to: handle. 

rs leaving trains and trying to 
on stations clogged the entrances and 
platforms, 

Pumps manned by fire department, 
Interborough, B. M. T. and detailments 
of Water Supply, Gas .and Electricity 
crews were unable to maxe headway 
against the rising tide until water had 
been shut off from the broken main. 
The flood started in a small way at 
4 o'clock in the morning. It halted 
traffic at 6:45. The water main was 
closed at 9 o'clock. It was not until 
11:15 .that the tracks sare cleared and 
subway service resumed 

Thousands of passengers who left 
trains or who were denied admittance 
to stations rushed for telephones to ex- 
plain their delay to employers and oth- 
ers. Next they swamped surface and 
elevated railway lines and caused an 
enormous demand for taxicabs. 

Scores of cellars of business and a 
ment buildings on Broadway an 
neighboring streets were flooded. Pome 
were kept steadily at work the rest of 
the morring and in many cases all 
afternoon, before the cellays were 
emptied. 

After ‘digging throughout the day, a 
crew of the Department of Water Sup- 

ply, Gas and. Blectricity late in the 
eherheen discovered the break in the 
main, ‘The “‘blind leak’’ was discovered 
in a twenty-inch main, paralleling the 
tracks of the subway tunnel at Eighty- 
fifth Street and Broadway. 

Immediatély following A location of 
the leak the repair work began. The 
flow of water through the main was 
shut off and new sections of pipe were 
brought up for installation. 

The water dja not enter the subway 
in a great rush. It found its way. 
according to W. W. Brush, deputy. chief 
engineer of the Department of Water 
Supply, through vents. built in the 
trench to take care of ‘seepage which 
otherwise would damage the walls of 
the subway trench by erosion. ‘When the 
seepage .was first discovered in the 
early morning it was not dangerous, 
At 4 o'clock, when it began to flood 
onto the tracks at’ Highty-sixth Street 
subway = station, operating officials 
called the Water Department. 


Subway Almost Halted. 


When the water began to submerge the 
third rail it was impossible to operate 
trains. Southbound trains were turned 


back at Ninety-sixth Street and north- 
bound traing at Seventy-second Street. 
Transfers.to the Sixth Avenue and Ninth 
Avenue elevated lines were issued to 
passengers leaving the subway at either 
the Seventy-second or Ninety-sixth Street 
stations. Notices were posted in ae 
north of Ninéty-sixth Street and sout 

of Seventy-second Street, telling passen- 
gers to change at the two express sta- 
tions to elévated and surface lines. The 
turning back. of trains at Sevénty-second 
and Ninety-sixth Streets’ was continued 
through the rush hour period when the 
Interborough tried to continue operating 
trains on a headway ofone and one-half 
minutes. 

Operations were slowed down almost 
to a minimum. Passengers reported 
that trains had taken an hour to make 
the run from 181st Street to Ninety-sixth 
Street, ordinarily made in about fifteen 
minutes. Slowly creeping trains made 
fifteen-minute stops at some stations. 
Passengers, on trains stalled between 
stations said the guards refused to per- 
mit them to leave. 

When the flow of water was stopped 
the water was five feet high and nearly 
to the top of the platforms in the 

ighty-sixth Street station. It had filled 
cet ars of neighboring apartment: houses 
with fifteen feet of water in-some cases. 


Apartment Basements Flooded. 


Among the apartment houses with cel- 
lar flooded was the Alameda’ Apart- 


corner of West End. Avenue. In the 
cellar of that house, a 20-story structure, 
the water rose almost to the level of the 
street. One block away. atthe Virgil 
School of Music, 510 West End Avenue, 
a 4-story brownstone building, the water 
flooded the cellar to a depth of several 
feet. It damaged 9 ‘large quantity of: 
musical equipment nts éostumes, ac- 
cording to Mfss A. K.° Virgil, proprietor

Oldfield Tells Minnesotans That

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 10.— 
Representative William A. Oldfield of 
Arkansas, Chairman of the Democratic 
Congressional Committee, today outlined 
a Democratic program for the next Con- 
gress calling for a general reduction of 
taxes and tariffs. 

At a conference with State Democratic 
leaders on the forthcoming Congres- 
sional campaign, he said: _ 

“The Democrats will offer.a construc- 
tive program which, in ,my opinion, will 
provide for the repeal of the automobile 
and other. sales taxes first, and then 
reduce taxes all the way down the line 
in the same proportion, to the very limit 
that the needs of the ‘Treasury . will 
stand. 

‘‘We don’t believe in shifting the bur- 
den:of taxation. We believe in reducing 
all taxes. We will:also offer a program 
for the reduction of tariff taxes, espe-.

YANKS TIE HOMER RECORD. 


Feat of Three in a Row Not Seen 
in Majors Since 1902. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10 (#).—Three 


Yankee musketeers, Bob Meusel, Babe 
Ruth and Lou Gehrig, today accom- 
plished a feat phenomenal in baseball— 
that of hitting successive home runs in 
a single inning. The record books re- 
veal that the trick has been turned on 
four previous occasions in the major 
leagues, but not since 1902. 

The feat of three successive home runs 
in a major league game was first ac- 
complished in 1890 in the old Players’ 
League. With John K. Tener, former 
President of the National League and 
former Governor of Pennsylvania, pitch- 
ing for Pittsburgh, George Gore, Wil- 
liam (Buck) Ewing and Roger Connor 
of the New York team hit successive cir- 
cuit clouts. 

The feat was duplicated in 1894 in the 
National League by W. Frank Shugart, 
George B. Miller and Henry Pietz of 
the St. Louis club in a game with Cin- 
cinnati. Thomas W. Parrott was pitch- 
ing. Clark Griffith, now President of 
the Senators, yielded three successive 
homers in an American Le e game 
between Chicago and Washington on 
June 2, 1902. The Washington batters 
were Edward J. Delehanty, William 
Ceughlin-and George (Scoops) Carey. 

The best performance of the four came 
four weeks later in a game between 
Cleveland and St. Louis, when succes- 
sive home runs were hit on three pitched 
balls. With Charles W. (Jack) Harper 
in the box for St. Louis, Napoleon La- 
joie, Charles Hickman and William J. 
Bradley of the Cleveland club hit for 
the circuit.

Persons fa- 
mhiliar with the club’s affairs, however, 
revealed that its backers held they could 
not afford to give much time to the pro- 
motion of the. business end and that they 
had decided to sell the franchise to the 
highest bidder. 

Charles A. Davids, the prospective pur- 
chaser, is a newcomer to the ranks of 
organized baseball, although experienced 
in the semi-pro game. For several years 
he promoted a semi-pro team at Ja- 
maica, N. Y.

| Advance .on Stock Exchange 


Continues — Money Easier, 
Sterling at Week's Lowest. 


Yesterday's ‘further advatices on the 
Stock Exchange did not extend beyond 
the group of stock# on which the pro- 
fessional activities of last month ¢on- 
verged. The previous day's advance 
in. railway shares was checked abruptly; 
and few of the standard industrial 
shares changed noticeably in price. It 
was possibly chafacteristic of the mar- 
ket that, while the smallness of decrease 
in forward orders reported by the Steel 
Corporation for August was made an 
ostensible ground for the day's rise in 
miscellaneous industrial stocks, United 
States Steel shares énded a fraction 
lower. But returning ease of call money 
rates was probably the actual basis for 
the bidding up of the speculative indus- 
trials. 


No evidence of a tighténing money | } 


market was provided in the Federal Re- 
serve’s réport. Rediscounts of the sys- 
tem, almost wholly because of the New 
York Bank's . transactions, increased 
$62,000,000, making the total expansion 
$100,000,000 in the past four weeks. This

a year ago. But every one recognizes 
now that the Autumn money market

Holds. Collections Belt Before Dollar

‘The records of ‘the Internal ‘Revenue 


Week showed that the Brooklyn Union

The company’s annual» report shdwed a

cent. more than its income tax. 

The peculiar situation 1s due to what 
the Government considers taxable in- 
come and what the company deeins net 
income.: The gas company collected 
during the yéeer 1924 $2,875,945 more 
than the amount jt would have collected 
under the Dollas Gas law, which has 
been declared invalid by the United 
States District Courts. Althouhg the 
eourt rulings indicate that the company 
will be allowed to retain. this meney, 
final decision of the higher mre must 
be: awaited. 

The company did not include esas moult 
in its report’ bg income. It appears in 
a “suspension” account. When the pay- 
ment of an income tax on this sum was 
considered the company was unable to 
get a ruling from Washington and it 
was left to the discretion of the com- 
pany as to whether the amount should 
be considered as taxable income. 

The company was‘ so certain that the 
$2,875,045 aye 4 collections belong to it 
that income was paid on it as part 


of the. net taxable income. Two other 
items also.made the Brooklyn company’s 


the annual report shows. One was that 
_ profits on ‘the sale of the Flatbush 
Gas Company’s electric properties to 
poade ot ga yn. Edison Company was re- 
gard by the Government as taxable 
amtnd ‘while the gas com placed 
boa profits in the profit and loss sur- 
plus. .

H. H. Porter Declares State 
Regulation is Better Safe- 
guard for Public and Concerns. 


SEES WHOLE NATION LINKED 


Eastern Power Plants Soon Wil! Be 
Connected With South and .West 
In, Big System, He Says. 
‘phic jotta 


Addressing the annual convention -ot 
the ‘Pennsylvania Electric Association 
last night at Bedford Springs, Pa., H. 
Hobart Porter, President of the Amer- 
ican Water Works and Electric Com- 
pany, said that the public did not need 
Federal supervision of power companies 
to protect their interests. Mr. Porter's 
address was broadcast by statfon KDKA 
of the Wesinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing Company, Pittsburgh. 

“Power distribution must inevitably 
cross State lines and the place of! gener- 
ation is often far removed from the 
point of consumption, but it does not 
therefore follow that Federal regulation 
is required to safeguard the interest of 
either the industry (utility industry} or 
the public,’’ he asserted. 

“Reasonable ‘cooperation between the 
industry, its customers and the State 
Conimission should result in continued 
fair State regulation in the essentially 
local. business of furnishing power tu 
consumers.” 

Evidence is accumulating, Mr. Porter 
said, that ‘‘wise regulation by State 
Commissions will continue to be of‘ bene- 
fit to the public utility industry and 
to the public, and there is no reason to 
believe that past results would have 
been improved or that future service 
would be benefited by removing the 
regulatory power to Washington.”’ 

He sketched the. growth of the elec- 
tric light and power industry during the 
past forty years, from 4h investment of 
a few millions to a cash investment to- 
day of between six and seven billions of 
dollars, with gross revenues of nearly a 
billion and a half dollars. Referring to 
developments to be accomplished in the 
near future, he said: 

“The great power plants of the public 
utilities in Western Pennsylvania are 
now interconnected with those of Ohio, 
West Virginia, Maryland and New York, 
and work is now under way by which 
this group will, within a year, be inter- 
connecjed with the large stations 
through the Central and Southern sec- 
tions of the United States, and the units 
in the Western Pennsylvania power 
plants will be run in parallel -with those 
of Texas in the South, and with those 
of Chicago and beyond. 

“Hundreds of thousands of horsepower 
will thus be interconnected with great 
beneficial results, assuring to the public 
and the users of light and power in a 
very wide area additional freedom from 
interruption and better service. 

“It is the responsibility of the indus- 
try to make this form of energy avail- 
able everywhere for all the multiplied 
uses which it can serve.

Here, December sold within two points 
of 24c, compared with 22.10 Monday a 
week ago, and the large volume of cot- 
ton” changing hands reflected steadily 
increasing interest in the course of ,the 
market, After a 15 to 20 point opening 
gain, prices rose another 20 points un- 
der a general and aggressive buying, 
when the ‘supply of contracts for sale 
started a quarter of a cent setback and 
left final prices 22 to 26 points higher 
on the day. On an pdvance of 20 to 35 
points in quotations more than 50,000 
bales of spot cotton changed hands in 
Southern market during the day. 

Though temperatures were slightly 
lower at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
records of the previous twenty-four 
hours reflected the fifth day of un- 
precedented temperatures. Out of 111 
stations reporting to the Weathe? 
Bureau from Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee, ninety 
registered from 100 to 109 degrees, with 
only twenty-one. below 100 degrees. 
Every station in Tennessee and Arkan- 
sas was oyer 100, though weather in 
Oklahoma ‘was somewhat cooler, “and 
predictions of cooler weather west and 
showers east of the River were again 
issued by the Weather Bureau. 

A further advance in Liverpool, where 
active buying for both English and Con- 
tinental spinners was in progress, in ad- 
dition to speculative operations, left the 
local market with very little selling 
pressure during early trading. The 
protracted heat wave and alarming re- 
ports of plant deterioration received 
from many sections caused more nerv- 
ousness over the progress of the croo 
than has appeared before this season.

CHICAGO, Sept: 10.—If the railroads 
thad been permitted -to go their own 
way, fixing rates on the delicate balance 
“betweén profit and movement of busi- 
Mess, all would be well with them, West- 
@rn executives and experts indicated 
today in testifying before Chairman 
Clyde B. Aitchison of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the requested 
5 per cent. rate increase hearing. 

The Hoch-Smith Congressional reso- 
lution providing for a new investigation 
of the entire rate structure is looked 
upon as particularly objectionable and 
unnecessary, 

One of the interested spectators at 
the hearing was Senator ‘‘Jim’’ Watson, 
of Indiana, chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee. He would not 
commit hiniself on any side of the con- 


flicting theories of rate-making. He and 
Senator Cummins of Iowa, are to return 
next week.. They are getting some in- 
formation for senatorial action at the 
next session. 


Says Reductions Shrink Securities. 
‘Fred J. Lisman, New York investment | 
banker and chairman of the reorgani- | 
zation of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
said that the ‘action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in rate reduc- 
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ness, all would b ewell with them, West- 
tions had resulted in a total shrinkage 
of .approximately $1,000,000,000 since 
1915 in the bonds and securities of six 
Northwestern roads. The Commission 
fixed rates, he said; on a theory of im- 
provement in business that did not ma- 
terialize. 

The. Hoch- Smith resolution he regarded 
as impossible of fulfillment. It would 
take years to make the investigation, 
he said, and characterized the gesture 
of Congress in this matter as ‘‘bunk.” 
Chairman Aitchison questioned W. H. 
Bremner, receiver for the Minneapolis 
& St. Louis. -Mr. Bremner said that had 
it mot been for rate reductions the rail- 
road would nét now be in the hands of 
@ receiver. 

C. E. Spens, Vice President of the Chi- 
eago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad and 
Chairman of the Traffic Executives’ 
Committee, submitted details of the 
modifi rate increase program. This 
led*to a discussion of the Hoch-Smith 
resolution. Mr. Spens’s statement on this 
is to.be read today. 


Sees Farmers Already Preferred. 


He takes the stand-that the railroads 
have already given preferential treat- 
ment to the agricultural items men- 
tioned in the resolution. _ 

*“‘Western freight rates on wheat and 
its products,” he says, ‘‘are now only 
17% per cent. higher: than the rates in 
effect’ at the end of Federal control, 
while the rates on all other commodities 
are 21% per cent. higher, except that 

on live stock which is less, 

“The Western .railways: are very 
largely dependent for their livelihood 
upon the free movement of the products 
of the soil, and rates have been made 
60 as ‘to. promote this free movement. 
‘We have yet to learn of a single in- 
stance where any grain or live stock 
intended for shipment has failed to 
move ‘on account of freight rates. 

“It our petition for advanced rates is 
granted, grain and live stock will still 
continue in their relative position as to 
other commodities.’’ 

Mr. Spens presented a detailed request 
fo ra horizontal increase of 5 per cent. 
in all. existing freight rates, with some 
exceptions. ong the exceptions> are 
grain and grain product rates to Middle 
‘Western markets, which are to be ad- 
vanced 1 per cent. per 100 pounds; coal 
and.coke to be advanced 15 cents a ton; 
clay, sand, crushed stone to be increased 
7% cents a ton; cement, brick, lime, &c., 
to be advanced 1 cent per 100 pounds, 
lumber to be advanced 2 cents per 100 
pounds.

Aishton, President of the Bneicen Rail- 
way Association. 

“So far in 1925,""-he said, ‘‘the rall- 
ways of the/country have handled the 
largest number of carloads of freight 
ever transported in any similar period of 
time, and with this peak traffic the 
carriers are operating with the greatest 
economy and efficiency ever known.”’

IN SLIGHT. DECLINE

There was a small decrease in the 
total of new building permits issued dur- 
ing August, as compared with July, al- 
though small increases were shown over 
August of 1924 and 1923, according to 
reports made to Bradstreet’s from 167 
cities, representing $332,4:2,053. This 
sum compares with $338,566,273 in July 
this year and $240,703,596 in August a 
year ago. This is a decrease of 1.8 per 
cent. from the July total of new build- 
ings permitted for, but.a gain of 38.1 
per cent. over August, 1924, the latter 
having been a shade larger than the 


| total for August, 1923. The gain of 38.1 


per cent, in August over.the same month 
last year compares with an increase in 
July over July, 1924, of 47.4 per cent., 
but an increase for the seven months of 
12 per cent.’ The figures show a further 
extension of the building movement. 

For the eight months ended Aug. 31 
the’ total of building was approximately 
$2,594,725,000, which marks an increase 
of 14.8 per cent. ‘over the total for the 
lItke period of 1924. and is to that extent 
the largest aggregate of building per- 
mitted for ever recorded by Bradstreet’s 
in its twenty years’ reporting of this 
activity. 

Compared ‘with August) a year ago, all 
groups of cities except those of the 
Northwest ‘showed gains, these ranging 
from 6.3 per cent. in the Far West to 
13.6 per cent. in New England, 22.4 per 
cent. in the South, 31.7 per cent, jn the 
Central West, 50.4 per cent. in the South- 
west and 74.2 per cent. in the Middle 
Atlantic States. In the Northwestern 
group a decrease of 13.6 per cent. is 
shown from a year ago.
